A product of the Smith Manu- 
facturing Company, to wit, D. T. Smith, rushes 
red hot into print in the Louisville paper to let the 
people see the halo around his head. He was once 
domiciled here, in fact actually taught school in 
Los Angeles away back in 1864. He casts the 
rush light of his learning on the way we should 
mouth broad a’s, thin i’s and flat o's. But, oh, 
Lord, he must have made the Kentucky colonels 
wonder more than Goldsmith did the rustics of 
Ireland with this luscious chunk of information: 

“But the matter I wish to call particular atten- 
tion to is a fact I have never seen referred to, and 
that is that Angeles is only a part the city’s 
name.” Then he hands out the esoteric announce- 
ment that the Spanish name of the city is “El 
Pueblo de la Reina de los Angeles.” 

Sure Mike! But reference has been made to this 


| a few million times since Smith passed daily by the 


old Plaza Church on his way te the Bath-street 
school, and read the legend day by day. 
Let the good work go on. The Times last Sun- 


day presented all men with a lucid, aceurate, ree- 
ondite, authoritative exposition of the way Los 


Angeles. should be pronounced. Let librarians, 
editors and Smith products all come to the foun- 
tain head of knowledge, drink and be satisfied. 
Beware, as Pope advises. “A little learning is a 
dangerous thing. Drink deep, or taste not the 
Pierian spring.” Col. Henri knows the truth of 
the next couplet: 
“These shallow draughts intoxicate the brain, 

And drinking largely sobers us again.” 


That holds true of founts of inspiration in Ken- | 
tucky as well as of the Pierian springs. 


To sum up the whole matter, let Pedagogue 
Smith and all other back numbers who dare ope 
their mouth to discuss this important, profound 
and recondite subject take notice now and forever: 
the full name of this beautiful city of ours in the 
sonorous vocables of the Castilian tongue is not, as 
Mr. Smith quotes, but as we announce it, to wit: 
“La Ciudad de Nuestra Sefiora la Reina de los 
Angeles.” 


ICH WOULD BE BETTER? 

It looks as if there must come a great strug- 
gle between the railroads and the shippers and 
manufacturers, or between the railroads and the 
railrodd employes. 

Assuming that the heads of the roads are cor- 
rect in their conclusion that under existing condi- 
tions rates must go up or labor down, the impor- 
tant question is, Which would be the better for the 
peop! It has ceased to be an axiom that the 
roads, the shippers, the manufacturers or the men 
have all to say in a dispute like this. The whole 
public has come to be regarded as a greater consid- 
eration than any one section of the public. All 
must be done by law, and vested rights cannot be 
disregarded, in spite of the sneers of shallow semi- 
socialists or rabid anarchists. 

Looking then at the public interest, it is an inter- 
esting study to determine which would be better, 
to raise rates or to lower wages. E. H. Harriman 
and J. J. Hill favor the rise in rates. Others say 
cut the pay roll. Supposing neither course is taken 
and the roads struggle on, giving an imperfect 
service, the effects on the public interest would be 
disastrous, Labor would lose as much as if the 
pay of the men were cut. Mr. Hill says the roads 
spend $600,000,000 a year in betterments, and in 
maintenance of equipment. If the earnings do not 
furnish the means this money cannot be spent. 
This loss would for the most part fall on labor. All 
the business of the country would be depressed. 

if the pay roll were cut there would result a 
similar cutting down of the purchasing power of 
the people, and all business would suffer in conse- 
quence. The burden would fall directly on the men. 

If rates are raised manufacturers have a re- 
course. They can put the rise on the prices of 
their product. Merchants can follow suit, and 
finally consumers will pay à little more for all 
they buy. 

Assume that $600,000,000 is the sum, additional 
to present receipts, which the roads must have in 
a year to keep everything in shape. There are 90, 
000,000 of us, and the per capita would be, in 
round numbers, about 50 cents per month, or $2 
per month for a family of four. 

Would not that be better than to cut the average

HE THREE PER CENTS. ’ 
On August 1 will fall redeemable $63,945,- 
460 of 3 per cent. bonds issued by the government, 
according to an act passed July 13, 1898. These 
were Spanish War bonds, and originally amounted 
to $200,000,000. They were not to be paid till ten 
years from date of issue. 

The Secretary of the Treasury will not call these 
bonds for redemption, as the treasury is today. He 
might offer to refund them for 2 per cents. to run 
a longer time, and they would probably be sur- 
rendered on these terms. Bank circulation based 
on these 3 per cents. pays 1 per cent. tax; that 
based on 2 per cents. is subject to tax of only one- 
half of 1 per cent. 

The treasury might redeem the bonds—would 
have done so as conditions. were u year ago. The 
banks stil! hold $100,000,000 government money, 
but as outgo and income run, this is likely to 
needed by Uncle Sam soon. 


SHALL WE JUMP JAPAN? 
A Japanese company capitalized at $1,000,000 
been formed in the State of Washington, and 


acquired title to 100 acres of land in that State. 


No American can go into the Mikado’s dominién 
and acquire title to a square foot of land. Our 
people there are held under all sorts of restrictions 
by the laws of the conntry. But we are reasonable 
and make no complaint. Why should Japan de- 
come so very excited when we put 
restrictions on her people in this country? Berause 
they are Jess reasonable and more conceited than 
we. Pride is another thing and we have too much 
of that to “fly off the handle” at trifles. Conceit is 
too self-conscious. 

Of course we have a treaty with Japan by which 
her people are granted the same rights that all 
persons of foreign birth enjoy. In Japan we are 
treated as other foreigners, who are all put under 
narrow restrictions. But when this allowance is 
made there remains the fact that we treat the sub- 
jects of the Mikado better than Japan treats our 
free- horn citizens. ‘ 


((OMMERCIAL VALUE OF ANTIQUI- 
TIES. 


Canterbury Cathedral is going into decay. So 
are many cathedrals in England. In Venice the 
Campanile has gone the way of all structures that 
are left a prey to the teeth of time. The Cathedral 
of St. Mark’s, close to where the bell tower stood, 
is going. 

Something must be done to save the cathedral 
at Canterbury, The government has offered a few 
thousand pounds sterling, and the people are asked 
to give $100,000. Will they do it? 

If they are wise they will. The people of Lon- 
don can well afford to subscr this money. There 
go to Europe yearly 50,000 to 100,000 Americans. 
Most of them go because it is a fad, and get little 
out of the trip beyond the satisfaction of doing 
something comme il faut. But the European trips 
would never have become a fad, and would soon 
cease to be one if there were no such places as 
Canterbury Cathedral, Westminster Abbey, and 
other antiquities to look at. 

St. Augustine, the first missionary to England, 
had his -Episcopal see at Canterbury. Chaucer 
makes this the object of the pilgrimage of those 
who figure in his Tales. It was here that Becket 
was assassinated by the brutal minions of Henry 
Il. Cranmer was archbishop here, too. So was 
Laud at the time of Charles I. 

From all over the British Isles come thousands 
yearly to this shrine. Church members from 
America flock there in thousands. The value of 
these shrines in dollars and cents is beyond esti- 
mate. 

We have our own antiquities here in California 
about the only things in the United States about 
which there is even a suspicion of the “rime of 
age.” They are worth to us much more thin their 
restoration and preservation cost.
